He describes 
the general prejudices of man both about himself and his neighbour, with some 
pertinent illustrations taken from modern life.

Mr. Heard makes a penetrating study of man’s psychological evolution, and stresses 
the fact that it is useless to attempt to cure our social ills by political and economic 
reforms without reference to our psychological make-up.
